Let me place them each before you 
now in order to discover which is 
the real cure. Let us first examine 
the doctrines of Socialism. 

What is it? Briefly, tt is an 
ethical philosophy founded by a 
German, Karl Marx, which looks 
for the alleviation of the human 
race without the help of God. To 
Socialism the State is God, and 
consequently in its scheme of 
things the Moral Law does not 
exist.. It naturally follows, then, 
from this “Magna Charta,” that 
the antidote for all social ills must 
find its fount in man alone. Is 
their failure to envisage the prob- 
lem not early evidenced here? 
They deny the Moral Law, yet the 
very evil which they hope to rem- 
edy is a violation of that same 
Law. As well might a blind man 
try to correct bad caligraphy, as 
well might a deaf man attempt to 
improve a musical score, as well 
might a Christian Scientist, dis- 
believing in the physical basis of 
cancer, apply radium for a cure.

Persecutions of Today

who has robbed the people of most 
of their cherished liberties, and 
keeps them tractable only by the 
threat of death or exile, and by a 
rule of terror? 


How about the rulers of Mexico 
for the last twenty years, who 
have kept up a constant war on 
religion, who confiscated not only 
the property of the Church but the 
property of aliens, who gained a 
world-wide reputation for = graft 
and for brigandage, who count the 
lives of their subjects as nothing? 


How about Azana, of Spain, who 
has no regard for the feelings of 
ninety-nine per cent of the citi- 
zenry, who, by a stroke of the pen,

) OPE PIUS addressed a strongly 
‘ worded encyclical to the Bis- 
ops, clergy and people of Spain 
last Saturday in protest against re- 
cent Spanish legislation termed 
injurious and offensive to the. Cath- 
lic Church. 


The Pontiff particularly con- 
lemns the law on religious congre- 
rations and confessions, against 
which he “protests with all his 
strength” and calls upon all good 
Catholics in Spain “to use all legit- 
imate means to induce the legisla- 
tors to reform provisions so hostile 
to the church,” according to the 
secular newspaper reports as pub- 
lished in the New York Times. 


The Pope instructs Spanish 
Bishops and the clergy to dedicate 
themselves to the education of the 
youth of the country—-a task that 
is held all the more necessary now 
that the introduction of divorce has 
thrown the germs of “dissolution 
into domestic society.” All Span- 
iards are urged to unite in defense 
of their faith and to subordinate 
every other ideal to the common 
good of their country and their re. 
ligion. 

Calls Action Deplorable. 


His Holiness begins by saying 
that the great contribution given 
by Spain to religion and civilization 
renders that country “supremely 
dear to him.” He refers to the 
great sadness he feels “at the de- 
plorable attempts which are being 
repeated to deprive that beloved 
nation of its traditional faith and 
at the same time of its most beauti- 
ful titles of civil greatness.” 


The Pontiff repeatedly says that 
the Madrid government is follow- 
ing a false road and is wounding 
the deepest and dearest sentiments 
of the people. He assures the dergy 
and the laity that his heart is near 
them in their hour of tribulation 


The encyclical asks Spaniards 
not to combat political reforms, as 
the Church can live in harmony 
with all forms of government and 
all civil institutions, “provided the 
rights of God and Christian con- 
science are safeguarded.” 

The Pontiff cites many agree. 
ments concluded by the Vatican 
with republics born after the war, 
and he asserts the Spanish Govern- 
ment well knew the good disposi. 
tion of the Holy See, of the epis- 
copacy and of the clergy, and of 
the mass of the Spanish Catholic 
laity to help maintain social order 
and tranquility. 

Sees “Hatred Against God.” 


The fight against the Church, the 
eneyclical says, cannot, therefore, 
be explained by the necessity of de- 
fending the republic, but, “more 
than to lack of comprehension of 
the Catholic faith and of its bene- 
ficient institutions it must be at- 
tributed to the hatred against the 
Lord and His Christ that is felt by 
those who wish to subvert all re. 
ligious and social order.” 

Entering into an examination of 
Spanish law the encyclical con- 
demns the principle of separation 
of Church and State, saying that 
such action is a “very grave error” 
and a “sad consequence of laicism, 
or, in other words, of the apostasy 
of modern society, which wishes to 
estrange itself from God and, 
therefore, from the Church.” 

This exclusion of the Church and 
of God from the life of the Spanish 
nation is all the more repugnant in 
as much as the irreparable damage 
done by such exclusion, the Pon- 
tiff says, strikes also at the civil 
authorities themselves, and they 
lose “their greatest force of obliga- 


tion and their highest title to 
respect.” 

The new Spanish legislators, the 
encyclical continues, “wanted a

The one who has carried 
the impression that English 
speaking countries have al- 
ways borne the torch of 
learning ahead of other na- 
tions has been misinformed 
indeed. Three-quarters of a 
century ago a Mr. Kay, a 
celebrated barrister, was em- 

loyed by the University of 
yambridge to collect educa- 
tional statistics throughout 
Europe. The result was 
widely published, and from 
the Buffalo Sentinel, of May 
22nd, 1852, we cull the fol- 
lowing : 

“Leading all nations of 
Europe in the number of 
primary schools is France, 
with one school for every 
550 persons. Last in the list 
is 98 gen with one primary 
school for every 4,500. Prus- 
sia ranks second; Bavaria, 
third; Saxony, fourth; Aus- 
tria, fifth. But even Austria 
had four times as many 
schools in proportion to the 
population as did England.”’ 

n fact, this report, pre- 
pared by an Englishman, 
charges his country with 
having done nothing for the 
education of the masses. 

Concerning the cost, the 
article says: “France ex- 

ends annually about $10,- 
00,000.00 for educational 
purposes, whilst England 
spends only $600,000.00. In 
other words, France spends 
17.00 to England's $1.00. 
rance has 60,000 public 
schools, whilst England and 
Wales, with half its popula- 
tion, have 1,500.” 

The writer asks whether it 
would not be wise for Eng- 
land which “spends millions 
for the printing and distribu- 
tion of Bibles to spend some 
of the money for the purpose 
of teaching the poor how to 
read them.” 

It must also be remember- 
ed that England at that time 
was ultra Protestant. The 
Catholic Church was all but 
disfranchised. Yet we are so 
prone to hear that Protest- 
antism stood for the educa- 
tion of the common people 
and the Catholic Church for 
their retention in ignorance.

TAX ON SCHOOLS 

With but a short time to go be- 
fore the people of California vote, 
June 27, on the Dempster Amend- 
ment, which will relieve private 
non-profit schools of their unjust 
tax burden, campaign workers for 
the adoption of the amendment are 
receiving encouragement from the 
influential indorsement of their 
cause by civic clubs, newspapers 
and prominent citizens throughout 
the State. 

Meetings are being held in every 
Legislative District and workers 
report that the voters of Califor- 
nia, when properly advised of the 
status of the private non-profit 
schools, are pledging support to the 
measure. Particularly is this true 
when the voters are made to realize 
that the amendment makes no 
change in the status of schools op- 
erated for profit,

the measure as sound, just and 
necessary legislation. After care- 
ful study, members of the State 
Assembly passed the measure unan- 
imously. It was enacted in the 
State Senate by a vote of 34 to 2.

He 
says it is also aimed at the supreme 
authority of the Church, which was 
defined as an “authority extraneous 
to the Spanish nation.” 

The Pope says he never doubted 
“that it might even to the smallest 
degree shake the traditional devo- 
tion of the Spanish people to the 
chair of St. Peter.” He asserts he 
is certain that love for the Pontiff 
will be strengthened by this issue. 

_ Teaching Ban Scored 


The encyclical states that another 
measure “of deplorable ingratitude 
and flagrant. injustice” is the one 
which prohibits congregations from 
teaching. The congregations, the 
Pope says, dedicated themselves to 
this mission “with the fervor of the 
Apostles and with great compe- 
tence, and scored magnificent suc- 
cesses.” 

The Pontiff adds that, “Violating 
all rights of property and the 
wishes of many munificent donors, 
the State dared take ‘possession of 
schools and buildings for the pur- 
pose of creating lay schools—in 
other words, schools without God— 
in the very places where the gener- 
ous donors had laid down that pure- 
ly Catholic education should be im- 
parted.” 

Therefore, the Pope believes it 
the duty of his ministry “to reprove 
and condemn a law so contrary to 
the divine constitution of the 
Church. He urges all Catholics in 
Spain to use all lezitimate means 
to induce legislators “to reform 
measures so opposed, to the rights 
of every citizen, so hostile to the 
Church, replacing them with others 
which will be reconciled with Catho- 
he conscience.”

“Guy’s purity,” says the Rev. F. 
Devaud, Professor of Philosophy at 
the University of Fribourg, “is not 
describable. One does not describe 
the purity of a child any more 
than that of an angel” (Devaud, 
La Personalite Surnaturelle d’un 
feune Gargon, Paris, Vitte 1932, 
p. 54). In this effusive age we are 
melined to fling the word ange! 
about with little or no regard to 
its meaning. Every “nice child” is 
characterized as “an angel:” small 
compliment to the heavenly choir! 
And yet there must have been 
something of the angel in Guy, for 
in the course of his lifetime both 
Our Lord and Our Lady addressed 
him by that title. What likeness 
there was lay in his delicious pur- 
ity. No doubt his virtue, like that 
of the angels, was never tested; 
certainly it was never tarnished; 
but it is discernible al] the same 
mn his angelic modesty. For in a 
child of Guy’s years, purity can 
only find expression in modesty. 

Without being prudish or even 
“touchy,” he seemed ‘to know by a 
sort of intuition what was proper. 
As a tiny child, he invariably left 
the room when his mother pre- 
pared to feed his brother Mark. 
He seemed also to have that sixth 
sense of sin in others. On more 
than one occasion he was observed 
to recoil from the embrace of per- 
sons whose purity was not above;

“jungle camps,” jails, or who are 
roaming the streets. 

“We are asking that people 
give at least a dollar,” said 
Father Flanagan. “Five-dollar 
and ten-dollar contributions will 
be gratefully received and used, 
but we hope that everyone will 
give something, so that more 
homeless boys may be given the 
chance they deserve of leading a 
useful and normal life.”

OF THE FEAST DAYS 


Sunday, June 11.—-St. Barnabas, 
Apostle, was chosen to preach the 
Faith in Antioch and in this capa- 
city he enlisted the aid of St. Paul. 
Later St. Barnabas went to Cyprus 
where he won his martyr’s crown. 


Monday, June 12.—-St. John of 
Fagondez was a hermit of the 
Augustinian Order in Salamanca 
after he had resigned a number of 
benefices in the diocese of Burgos. 
A woman of noble birth but evil 
life, whose companion in sin 5t. 
John had converted, contrived to 
administer a fatal poison to the 
Saint and after several months of 
terrible suffering he died in 1479. 


Tuesday, June 13.—-St. Antony of 
Padua, known as the “Hammer of 
the Heretics,” preached in France, 
Italy and Sicily, working many 
miracles and converting thousands 
to the Faith. He died in 1231. 


Wednesday, June 14.--St. Basil 
the Great was born in Asia Minor. 
Two of his brothers became Bis- 
hops and together with his mother 
and sister are honored as Saints. 
He was known as the father of 
monastic life in the East and later 
was chosen Bishop of Cassares, in 
which capacity he courageously 
combated the Arian heresy. He 
died in 379 and is venerated as a 
Doctor of the Church. 

Thursday, June 15.-—SS. Vitus, 
Crescentia and Modestus, Martyrs. 
St. Vitus was a child of noble par- 
ents, who was instructed in the 
Faith by his Christian nurse, Cres- 
centia, and her husband, Modestus. 
To escape the persecution of his 
pagan father and the civil authori- 
ties, Vitus and his companions 
fled inte Italy, where they re- 
ceived the crown of martyrdom

during the persecution of Diocle- 
tian. 

Friday, June 16.--St. John Fran- 
cis Regis was a member of the So- 
ciety of Jesus, who during the 
twelve years in which he preached 
the gospel brought many thou- 
sands to the Faith. He died in 
1641. 

Saturday, June 17. 
a native of Orleans, retired into 
Auvergne and took the monastic 
habit in the Abbey of Menat. Later 
he became Abbot of Miscy but re- 
signed to gain greater seclusion. 
He lived for a time as a recluse in 
Duncis where a church was built 
for him and his companions by 
King Clotaire. The Saint died 
about the year 530.

and pageantry and splendor of 
Catholic worship are aimed to 
arouse the piety, strengthen the 
faith and increase the devotion of 
the faithful. 


We all like this pageantry and 
are influenced by it, perhaps to a 
greater extent than we realize. 
Now one of the most striking 
forms of pageantry—and perhaps 
the oldest—is the procession, a 
ceremony found in nearly every 
form of religious worship. In the 
Bible we read of processions held 
as early as the time of Moses. The 
example of the procession with the 
Ark of the Covenant in the Old 
Testament and the entry of Christ 
into Jerusalem in the Néw prob- 
‘ably had their influence upon the 
‘ritual of later ages. At any rate, 
‘before the reign of Constantine 
the funeral processions of the 
Christians were being carried out 
with great solemnity. And there 
are other processions of the Church 
as old, or almost as old, as this. 
Many more have come into being 
since. 


For Many Occasions 


The Roman Ritual, which is the 
official Church ceremonial, gives an 
entire section (sometimes called 
the “processional’) to processions, 
and sets forth the prescriptions to 
be observed on these occasions. 
The principal processions men- 
tioned in the Ritual are: The pro- 
cession of candles on the feast of 
the Purification, the procession of 
Palm Sunday, the litanies of St. 
Mark, the Rogation procession and 
the procession of the Blessed Sac- 


rament or Corpus Christi. These 
are the ordinary processions, as 
opposed to the extraordinary ones 
which the Bishop may order or 
permit, as circumstances or cus- 
tom indicate. As a striking ex- 
ample we have the Procession of 
the Forty Hours. 

Corpus Christi Procession 
For us perhaps the greatest pro- 
cession of the year is that con- 
nected with the feast of Corpus 
Christi, which we celebrate on 
Thursday of this week, which for 
the convenience of the people is 
generally sole on the Sun- 
day following the feast. On Corpus 
‘Christi, which means “Body of 
Christ,” we commemorate in a 
special way the institution of the 
Holy Eucharist. Holy Thursday, 
the real birthday of the Blessed 
Sacrament, coming as it does in 
the midst of Holy Week, finds the 
Church engrossed in the great 
drama of the Lord’s Passion. More- 
over, so many other liturgical 
functions take place on that day 
that the principal event might 
easily be lost sight of. Therefore 
Mother Church introduced this new 
feast of Corpus Christi. The Office 
of the day was composed by the 
Angelic Doctor, St. Thomas Aqui- 
nas, and it is his masterpiece. It 
is easily the most beautiful Office 
of the Roman Brievary. 


All Should Participate 


On the Feast of Corpus Christi 
it is the custom to have in every 
church a great procession of the 
Blessed Sacrament. This proces- 
sion, accompanied by triple Bene- 
diction of the Most Blessed Eucha- 
rist, should call out every member 
of every parish. Every man, wo- 
man and child ought to join the 
procession and vie with one an- 
other in adding to its splendor. 
For this procession is both a grand 
proclamation of faith and a public 
demonstration of reverence and 
love for Jesus in the Blessed Sac- 
rament.—The Rev. Charles E. Car- 
ley, in the Brooklyn Tablet.

Would this bring about the 
economic Elyseum we all desire? 
Emphatically no. For the first 


g man. Every human being has 
an inalienable right to own prop- 
erty. If you work for an em- 
ployer, have you not a right to a 


of that salary in the bank for a 
rainy day or to provide for an old 
age—have you not a right to do 
no’? And if, moreover, you should 
work, live sparingly, and buy a lit- 
tle land with your savings, have 
you not a right to own that land? 

The unanimous voice of man will 
answer in the affirmative. “A lab- 
orer is worthy of his hire.” If you 
deny that, you advocate slavery. 
Yet, this principle of the abolition 
of private property is proposed by 
the Socialists as a panacea for all 
economic life. 

What is of greater importance, 
however, is that this principle is 
contrary to justice. Man, by the 
very fact of being a man, has a 
natural right to possess property. 
This is the clear line of demarca- 
tion between him and a_ brute 
beast. The latter have only sense 
knowledge-—no mind, no _intelli- 
gence, no free-will; and having 
only this, it follows that their in- 
stincts are limited to its scope. 
Hence they have no “rights” strict- 
ly speaking. 

But man is different. Man has a 
body, but he also has a soul. He 
has something far above sense, and 
that is mind. And possessing that 
mind, he not only has a right to 

msess things for transient use, 
But also for stable permanent pos- 
session, Have you a right to life? 
Then you have a right to own a 
home for that life. Have you a 
right to liberty? Then you have a 
right to exercise it in free disposal 
of your goods. Have you a right 
to happiness? Then you have a 
right to make that happiness pos- 
sible by saving for your old age. 
These rights are not different in 
kind, but only in degree. 


Christ Not a Socialist 
Nor is it the Socialists 


a Socialist. Never did He condemn 
the right of private property. He 
insisted on the danger of its abuse 
but He counselled the young man 
“to sell all that he had and come 
follow Me.” Evidently, the young 
man was a capitalist in a small 
way. 

Equally untrue is it to claim, as 
they do, that the Catholic Church 
in her religious orders denies the 
possession of private property. We 
renounce it voluntarily and there 
is a whole Grand Canyon of dif- 
ference between a voluntary renun- 
ciation of a right and a compul- 
sory abdication. The former is a 
gift, the latter is a theft. 


To see the injustice of Socialism 
in a clearer light, let us consider a 
practical case. One hundred years 
ago, the great West of this country 
was wild, barren and uncultivated. 
Then as time passed, intrepid men 
and brave women treked out to 
the Pacific, braving cold, fire, star- 
vation, drought and Indian spears, 
in order to reclaim that wilderness 
and to cultivate it with wheat, corn 
and fruit. After the trail had been 
crimsoned with their blood, they 
at last succeeded and the golden 
West is the result of their labors 
today. Now, if Socialism were in 
vogue, it would despoil these 
pioneers of the land which they 
bought with their blood. “You 
have no right to own that prop- 
erty,"’ they would cry from the 
security of their armchairs, “you 
may have braved the perils of a 
virgin country, but we deny you 
the right to enjoy the reward.” Is 
that justice? 

In summing up Socialism, then 
we must condemn it for being 
false in principle and practice. It 
denies God, it denies the Moral 
Law, and it denies the natura! 
right to own private property. And 
as for remedying the root cause 


would only magnify it a thousand- 
fold by state acquisitiveness. It is 
a quack remedy, a nostrum that 
would kill instead of cure.
